December report for parking ramp sales 
was very good, The Knapp promotion of 
the Capitol Ramp brought a record num- 
ber of shoppers to the ramp with a large 
increase in revenue. The Grand Ramp 
revenue was a little higher for December. 
Mr. Dallmann stated a plan is being for- 
mulated by the DBA to promote the use 
of both ramps. Board member Riddle asked 
about the utilities of the ramps in refer- 
ence to lighting in keeping the Grand 
Ramp open Monday and Friday nights.

Generally all proposals were for a traffic 
responsive signal system using a digital 
computer as the central control. Detectors 
strategically placed throughout the city will 
sample the traffic volume speed, etc., and 
feed this information back to the central 
control computer which will then analyze 
the information and adjust the signal cycle 
lengths, splits and offsets to best accom- 
modate traffic conditions at the time. In- 
herent by-products of this type of signal 
control system include continuous monitor- 
ing of each traffic signal to indicate whether 
or not it is operating properly and the 
gathering of traffic volume information. 
The digital computer to be used would be 
a relatively small, inexpensive, special pur- 
pose type computer as opposed to the large, 
expensive, general purpose—data processing 
type computer. 


Mr. Joe Hobrla and Mr. Bushnell from 
the State Highway Department were pres- 
ent and came in after the Hewton presen- 
tation. 


The State Highway Department with the 
City of Lansing will work together in pro- 
jection of the TOPICS plan to provide 
Lansing with some of the needs: Channeli- 
zation of intersections, establishment of 
traffic surveillance systems, data collection 
and analysis centers. 


Parking Supervisor Dallman stated twen- 
ty-three downtown merchants were now 
promoting three hours of free parking at 
the Capitol and Grand Ramps, 


He stated the checker report for March, 
1969 was very good. 


The parking permit sale report for April 
showed a slight decline because of addi- 
tional sales were made after the report was 
printed.

5. Pine, West side, from Saginaw to Shi- 
wassee, 


6. Seymour, both sides, from Saginaw to 
Oakland. 


7. Sycamore, West side, from Shiawassee 
to Saginaw. 


This will alleviate all day unrestricted 
parking and give people who live on these 
streets a place for them and their friends 
to park. Four hour metered parking is 
available in this area, 


Carried. 


A discussion was held relative to the peti- 
tioned repuest from residents of the Stratb- 
more-Greencroft area for a Two Hour 
Parking 8 A.M.-6 P.M. parking limitation. 
This would help eliminate all day parking 
by post office employees. A motion was 
made and seconded the Board recommend 
to City Council that ONE HOUR PARK- 
ING 8 A.M.-6 P.M. east and south side 
of Strathmore from Greencroft south and 
west to Washington. 


Carried. 


Secretary Hayes stated that the provision 
for Truck Parking Only 8 A.M.-4 P.M. on 
the north side of Baker Street would be 
eliminated with which officials of Diamond- 
Reo concur. 


A motion was made and seconded that 
the Board recommend to City Council that 
this exception be eliminated and that No 
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Parking At Any Time be in effect on the 
north side of Baker from the Penn Central 
RR spur into Diamond-Reo to 250 feet 
east of Washington Ave.

Chiurchill is a main ingress and egress 
street. It is too narrow for cars to meet 
and pass. Genesee also is too narrow to 
permit parking on both sides. Parking 
should not be allowed on the park side of 
this street with children playing in Oak 
Park. Cars have a difficult time backing 
out of drives, The recommendation on 
Haag Rd., is made to provide a clear curb 
so that children can be seen. Wildwood 
Ave., gets bottled up with parking on both 
sides during events at Everett Park. With 
a fire station in the area parking should 
be prohibited on one side to provide for 
the movement of two-way traffic on this 
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street. Parking would be prohibited on the 
park side.

A motion was made and seconded per- 
mission be granted for Mr. Hayes and Mr. 
Pohl to attend the Institute of Traffic En- 
gineers Convention week of August 24th, 
in Los Angeles. Mr. Hayes will also take 
his vacation at this time.

Board member Vlahakis asked about the 
city parking lot signs in the area of the 
alley at Isbell and Washington. Mr. Pohl 
will take a look at these signs and have 
them removed. 


Mr. Dallmann stated that things were 
going along good at the ramps and parking 
lots. It was noted that patrons were vaca- 
tioning at this time of the year which 
brings the revenue down. He stated an- 
other meter checker wil be hired soon, 
there are only six at the present.

Messrs, Gene Sellers and Lyle Brockman 
were present, representing the Mary Ave- 
nue residents. 


A discussion was held relative to pro- 
posal of erecting STOP signs on Mary at 
Christiansen and Mary at Marland Drive. 
Mr. Brockman stated there were 159 
children in the area and a convalescent 
home with 132 patients. The problem is ex- 


cessive speeding with motorists driving at 
an average of 40 MPH and over. Mr.

A discussion was held relative to request 
for YIELD signs at Darby and Cumberland 
Road.

A motion was 
made and seconded that the Board recom- 
mend to City Council that YIELD signs be 
erected on Darby at Cumberland Road.

A discussion was held relative to request 
for YIELD signs at Grant and Lincoln. A 
motion was made and seconded that the 
Board recommend to City Council that 
YIELD signs be installed on Grant at 
Lincoln. 


Carried. 


Discussion was held relative to erection 
of a flashing beacon at Lenawee and Town- 
send Streets. Mr. Pohl stated that in 
November 1967 stop signs had been reversed 
to accommodate changes in traffic patterns 
eaused by the closing of Townsend at I-496. 
A before and after accident study shows 
no decrease in the number or type of ac- 
eidents. A flashing beacon would better 
warn motorists approaching this inter- 
section. A motion was made and seconded 
that the Board recommend to City Council 
that a flashing beacon be installed to flash 
yellow on Lenawee and red on Townsend. 


Carried. 


A request from a business man in the 
area for permission to park evenings on 
east side of S. Washington from GITWRR 
to South Street was discussed. About three 
parking spaces are involved. A motion was 
made and seconded that the Board recom- 
mend to City Council the installation of NO 
PARKING 7 A.M.-7 P.M. signs on S. 
Washington from GIWRR to South Street 
except No Parking At Any Time In Bus 
Stop south of South St. 


Carried. 
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Invitation to the public hearing on the 
Pleasant Grove Road extension was dis- 
cussed. Mr. Pohl explained there were three 
plans involved. This extension involves 
various departments of the City and the 
Department of State Highways. A hearing 
will be held Sept. 16, 1969 which at that 
time all three plans will be discussed. Mr. 
Pohl will represent the Traffic Department. 
He stated he would get in touch with Mr. 
Cooper of the Department of State High- 
ways Department for more vital informa- 
tion. 


Discussion was held relative to request 
that Oldsmobile Plant remain on summer 
hours 7:30 A.M. to 4:30 P.M. the year 
around. A communication will be sent to 
Oldsmobile relative to this request. 


A petition from residents living in the 
area of South Lansing Post Office request- 
ing that trucks leaving the Post Office be 
required to turn left onto Maplewood and 
go south to Rockford Rd. instead of turn- 
ing right onto Maplewood and north to 
Riley Street was discussed. It was sug- 
gested that a letter be sent to the Post 
Office asking them to comply with the 
truck ordinance—that they take the short- 
est route to the nearest trunkline. 


The Intersection Accident Report was 
discussed. It was noted that accidents at 
Larch and Saginaw have increased. The 
report showed a decrease in accidents at 
the intersections of Mt. Hope and Cedar, 
Mt. Hope and Logan and Mt. Hope and 
Pennsylvania.

The meeting was called to order by 
Chairman Fraser at 7:43 P.M. 


ROLL CALL

Report on the Parking System was given 
by Parking Supervisor Dallman. He stated 
that there has been an increase in ticket 
writing by the parking checkers. There is 
a notable increase in the sale of monthly 
parking permits. This was due to students 
returning to LCC and using lot facilities, 
Municipal Parking Report showed that Sep- 
tember receipts for 1969 were a little higher 
than September a year ago. 


The Intersection Accident Report was dis- 
cussed. Secretary stated that the report was 
encouraging. It was noted that pedestrian 
fatalities were lower than they were a year 
ago—7 compared with 10 in 1968. Many 
Larch & Saginaw accidents are due to the 
US-27 detour which uses Grand Avenue to 
Saginaw and Saginaw to Larch. Many 
strangers using this detour do not realize 
until too late that they have to turn left 
from Saginaw into Larch and find they are 
in the wrong lanes for the left turn and 
turn left anyway which results many times 
in accidents, It is virtually impossible in 
the short three block area on Saginaw to 
provide adequate advance signing to warn 
of the left turn at Larch. 


A discussion was held relative to Vine St. 
being designated one-way. A new roadway 
just south of Fernwood between Clippert 
and Howard was constructed as part of the 
US-127 Expressway project. It was agreed 
by all concerned that Vine would be one- 
way eastbound from Howard to Clippert 
and the presently unnamed new_ street 
would be one-way westbound from Clippert 
to Howard. A motion was made and sec- 
onded that the Board recommend to City 
Council that the City portion of Vine Street 
be designated ONE-WAY eastbound from 
Homer to Clippert Streets. The rest of 
Vine and all of the new street are under 
the jurisdiction of the Ingham County Road 
Commission. 


Carried. 


A petitioned request to change YIELD 
signs to STOP signs at Eureka and Jones 
was discussed. Accident check showed there 
have been 16 right angle accidents within 
a five year period. A motion was made and 
seconded that the Board recommend to City 
Council that YIELD signs be changed to 
STOP signs on Eureka at Jones. 


Carried. 


A petitioned request for 25 MPH and 
SLOW signs at Cumberland & Northwest 
was discussed. Secretary stated that there 
have been no reported accidents at this 
intersection. The Staff’s recommendation is 
to erect 25 MPH signs on Northwest south 
of Delta River and north of Tecumseh 
and also SLOW CHILDREN signs in ap- 
propriate locations on Northwest. Secretary 
will send a communication to interested 
persons of the action taken. 


A discussion was held relative to pro- 
hibiting parking on both sides of Holmes 
Rd. from Cedar to Washington Ave. Holmes 
Rd. is heavily traveled, shopping centers 
in the Logan/Holmes area have generated 
a large volume of traffic. A motion was 
made and seconded that the Board recom- 
mend to City Council that parking be pro- 
hibited on both sides of Holmes Rd. be- 
tween Cedar Street and Washington Ave. 


Carried. 


A petitioned request for the prohibition 
of parking on WEST side of Shubel Avenue 
from Pershing Avenue to Mt. Hope Avenue 
was discussed. The street is narrow and 
there are eleven small children in this 
block. Residents have found it difficult to 
back out of their driveways with parking 
permitted on both sides. A motion was made 
and seconded that the Board recommend to 
City Council that parking be prohibited on 
the EAST side of Shubel Ave, from Persh- 
ing to Mt. Hope. The policy in Lansing 
is to eliminate parking on the school or 
playground side of the street.
